II—THE PART PLAYED BY THE 
| KU KLUX KLAN. 

The klan is not dead in Texas. 

It has been beaten—but it is still 
breathing. 

It is like a snake; the darkies say 
if you cut a snake’s head off although 
it can not run or bite again, the 
tail will live and keep moving until 
the sun goes down. 

The sun has not gone down yet— 
it’s getting ready to set, but until 
it does, the tail of the klan snake 
will continue to wiggle. 

Klansmen, wishing to cover the 
work they are trying to do, wishing 
to cover the fact that there still is 
a klan in Texas, have been shouting 
that the klan is a dead issue; that 
I have no longer any right to blame 
the klan for the politica] troubles 
of Texas. 

What is their answer to the follow- 
ing facts: 

Two weeks ago forty-four men 
signed a petition to the speaker of

It is a strong measure in 
protecting depositors against losse:, 
and therefore in stimulating confi- 
dence in banks. 

Of nation-wide interest, of course, 
the revenue Lill stood first. It pro- 
poses federal tax cuts amounting to 
a total of $325,736,000 in the next 
calendar year. It provides relief, to 
some extent, to every class of tax- 
payers. The saving of $193,575,- 
000 to income taxpayers next year 
—On taxes accruing in 1925—is 
the outstanding relief feature. 

Next in importance of a general 
nature was the rivers and harbors 
bill, (providing a total of $65,980,- 
000 for expenditures in 1926-27—a 
very slight increase over the appro- 
priation for the current fiscal year. 

The bill is disappointing in that 
it does not provide for any new 
projects in the inland waterways of 
the south. These, however, may 
come in special measures, the pres- 
ent bill being more of a supply 
measure for engineering mainte- 
nances, or work already authorized.

One of the original manuscripts of 
Mozart was sold in Germany not long 
ago for $50,000. A pathetic contrast 
with the life of the great musician, 
who, as an English writer once said, 
went through the world “like a child 
tortured by cruel hands” that it might 
sing and dance for public amusement.

Fascism. 


A group of French nativnalists have 
begun to organize for the creation of a 
militant fascist party in the republic 
to bring to an end what they please 
to term “the two years of radical and 
liberal bungling of the parties of the 
left.” M. Alexandre Millerand, the 
president of France, who was ousted 
by Edouard Herriot, is indicated as 
the leader of the active fascist move- 
ment, which is “to operate on Italian 
lines.”

ose touch with highway work in Georgia, 
since my interest was inherited from my 
father and developed through necessity, 
prior to the days of a state department, 
federal aid, or a county bond issue for 
roads, and I shall be glad to be corrected 
if any of the following statements are 
in error: 

First, under the state law we get the 
motor vehicle tax, which can only be ex- 
pended for maintenance work and operating 
the highway department. There is no pro- 
vision whatsoever in the law governing the 
expenditure of these funds which would 
permit this monéy to be spent for con- 
struction purposes except by the ruling of 
the attorney general for completing con- 
tracts entered into previous to changing 
this law, which law when changed re- 
quired this money to be expended for main- 
tenance only. The only counties in Geor- 
gia affected by such contracts are Union 
and Lumpkin. We are, therefore, depend- 
ent upon the gagoline tax and federal aid 
for rond construction in Georgia, as our 
source of state revenue for matching pur- 
poses and 4or building the links through 
other weak counties in the future,

Another course 
would be to interpose new demurrers 
to the validity of the indictments, 
raising questions of the law not con- 
tained in the pleas in abatement. 

The decision of the court of appeals

Lower Court Reversed. 


The lower court had held that:the 
presence of Oliver C. Pagan, special 
assistant of the attorney general, in 
the grand jury room during the pres- 
entation of evidence had yiolated the 
special provisions under which the 
case was to have been handled. 

Chief Justice Martin admitted that 
the special provision must prevail 
“over the general statutes, in so far 
as repugnance exists between them,”’ 
but he held that while “the provisions 
of the special acts expressly deprive 
the attorney general of control over 
litigation of this character, and vest 
the same in the special counsel, they 
contain no express references to the 
district attorneys or other authorized 
law officers of the United States, nor 
do they by implication make it unlaw- 
ful for these officers to continue in 
the performance of their usual statu- 
tory duties, subject, however, to the 
charge and control of the _ special 
counsel instead of the attorney gen-

When Longworth was escorted to 
the speaker’s rostrum with “Princess 
Alice” Jooking on from the gallery, 
where she has sat almost daily for 
many years, all members stood and 
applauded. Longworth’s personal pop- 
ularity is as great on the democratie 
side as among the republicans, and 
Minority Leader Garrett made this 
clear in presenting Longwopth to the 
house. 

The new speaker indicated his de- 
termraation to increase the political 
force of his office when, in his inau- 
gural speech, he said: 

Believes in Party Rule. 

“I believe it to be the duty of 
the speaker, standing squarely on the 
platform of his party, to assist, in so 
far as he properly can, the enactment 
of legislation in accordance with the 
declared principles and policies of his 
party, and by the same token to resist 
the enactment of legislation in viola- 
tion thereof.” 

Longworth also indicated he does 
not consider the La Follette insur- 
gents as republicans when he referred 
to “members of my _ political party 
who by your voices have with 
unanimity elected me.” 

The return to the old rules gives 
the republican leaders much better 
control of legislation. Now they can 
bury undesirable bills in committee 
waless a majority of the house decides 
otherwise. It has been possible under 
the rules of the last congress for 150 
members to furce a bill out of com- 


mittee. 
Crisp Attacks Rule. 

The new rule was characterized by 
Representative Crisp, of Georgia, au- 
thor of the abolished 150 rule, as her- 
metically sealing the door of commit- 
tees where legislation is held and as 
being worse than no rule at all. 

Representative Garrett, of Tennes- 
see, in attacking the new rule, read 
the names of 71 republicans who had 
voted for the Crisp rule. When he 
called the names of Speaker Long- 
worth and Representative Snell, of 
New York, chairman of the rules com- 
mittee and author of the new rule, 
the democratic side of the house burst 
into laughter. 

Snell and Representative Tilson, re-, 
publican floor leader, led the fight for 
the new rule, contending that it was 
necessary to protect majority govern- 
ment. It should be difficult to get a 
bill from committee, Tilson declared. 
He said the 150 rule had taken con- 
trol from the only constituted major- 
ity of the house. 

Tax Bill Comes First... 

For the next week, the house will 
be engrossed in the tax bill. Many 
members will use this measure as the 
text for political speeches in the house 
and for amendments intended only for 
home consumption. 

Having been in recess nine months, 
senators and congressmen gathered 
like sehoolboys back from a holiday. 
They mingled in good humor, slapping 
each other on the back, exchanging 
cigars and stories in the choak rooms, 
and repressing political antagonisms 
in the pleasantries of the occasion.

He declared that the runner showed 
marvelous determination, and that 
sometimes the car was slowed down 
to about a mile an hour to allow 
Seiler a moment to jog and rest. The 
wizard track star set his teeth and 
“came back” and forced the machine 
to speed up again, he added. 

Eats on the Run. 

Seiler ate “dinner’’ as he kept one 
hand on the steering wheel of the 
Wills Sainte Claire. The luncheon 
was furnished by Vaughan’s cafeteria 
officials, who were interested intense- 
ly in the run and the comfort of the 
man who had pitted his endurance 
against that of the machine. 

Crowds cheered Seiler as he kept 
doggedly on. By noon the track star 
had negotiated half the distance he 
was supposed to cover, and had din- 
ner.

What a foolish question? Of course 
they are. Did you not bring thea 
into the world? Do they not bear 
your name? Don’t you buy their 
clothes, pay their bills and educate 
them? 

A New Jersey man wes sentenced 


to a year’s imprisonment for beating 
his three-year-old son with a club be- 
cause the boy fell asleep without his 
permission. The ignorant brute 
thought his child was his own. But 
he discovered that he couldn't do as 
he pleased with it. 

Are your children you own? Let’s 
see. A child inherits from preceding 
generations many qualities not to be 
found in the parents themselves. That 
being true it is evident that the child 
is not exclusively their own. Well, 
pet thought is a bit disturbing isa’t 


a birth the law requires the child 
to be brought into the world under 
certain conditions, with a licensed 
physician or other legally qualified 
person to assist. So, clearly, the law 
—or the state—has a claim on it, 
too. The parent's equity is steadily 
diminishing, isn’t it. Has anybody 
else got a mortageg on it, too? An- 
cestors and the state have set up their 
claim. Its very feeding in infancy is 
controlled by regulations set up by 
nature without regard for its parent- 
age, but designed for its good.

ager ‘Rogers Hornsby of the St. Louis 

Cardinals, named the most valuable 

player in the National league during 

1925, was purchased from the Denison, 
Texas, club in 1915 for $750. 

He had plenty of pep, but many re- 
garded him as being too light for the 
big shew. 

Since that time, Hornsby’s career 
has been one of breaking records. The 
1925 season saw him top the list of 
National league batsmen for the sixth 
consecutive time and hit above .400 
for the third season in his career, a 
feat only two other hletes— 
Jess. Burkett and Ty Cobb—have 
been able to accomplish. No other 
National Jeague player has ever held 
| the batting honors six years in a row. 

In the eleven years he has been a 
member of the Cardinals, Hornsby has 
made 1,916 hits in 5,271 times at bat 
for a grand average of .363. 

During the 1925 seasonsthere were 
only 25 games in which Hornsby went 
without a safety. In the last six 
years the Cardinal star has batted an 
average of .397, with 1,296 safeties 
in 3,268 trips to the plate.

After having been out 
of session since March, congress met 
today, but instead of reflecting the 
usual fear, the stock market was 
strong, because there is a _ feeling 
throughout financial, industrial and 
railroad circles that the new congress 
will pass constructive instead of 
harmful laws, especially in the matter 
of taxes and railroad mergers. 
Favors Voluntary Mergers. _ 

Wall street believes that President 
Coolidge, in his message to congress 
to be made public around noon to- 
morrow will stropgly recommend a 
change in the existing law which will 
permit independent voluntary railroad 
mergers. Much is expected by Wall 
street marketwise of these mergers, 
Then, too, the statement of railway 
earnings for October and the . 
months of the year just published 
shows that the carriers are in g 
shape. Consequently, the average 
price of 25 rails is mow at a new 
high for the year. : 
This year’s high average price for 
25 industrials was made November 2 
at 185.36, which represented a gain 
from the 1924 low, or the level from 
which the bull market started, of no 
less than 82.10 points. At the close 
of last week, the industrials were down 
8.75 points from the new -high for all 
time, made on November 2. At the 
close of last week the railroads made 
a new high for the year, but only 33.51 
points above the low for 1924, or the 
level from which the bull market start- 
ed, against the gain of 82.10 points 
scored by the industrials.

New York, December 7.+Although 
the cotton market is stagnant as it 
awaits the final government estimate 
to be published next Tuesday, it is 
doubtful whether there is any real 
difference of opinion with regard to 


the size of the crop. The collective 
mind of the trade is agreed that the 
yield will be somewhere between 15,- 
000,000 and 15,500,000 bales of lint 
cotton. This means a commercial 
crop, including linters, of about 16,- 
000,000 bales. 
Granting the correctness of this | 
guess, let us see where we will come 
out. 

Including the amount on shipboard 
not cleared, the exports of lint cot- 
ton and linters up to December 4 will 
be at least 4,000,000 bales. Domestic 
consumption of lint and linters for 
the four months ending November 30 
will aggregate about 2,300,000 bales, 
and in the same period American 
spinners’ stocks will have increased 
by about 1,300,000 bales over the 
quantity held on the 31st of ae 
This is a total of some 7,600,000 
bales that will have been distributed 
during the first four months of the 
season. Jt is, of course, unlikely that 
the exportemovement after the first of 
January will continue at the present 
rate, but with 7,600,000 bales out of a 
yield of 16,000,000 already disposed 
of, the distribution of the remaining 
8%.400,000 bales during the next eight 
months will not be difficult. It is 
not more than 1,050,000 bales a 
month, and since our American mills 
may be counted upon to spin up at 
least 550,000 bales every 30 days,

It is doubtful whether this will be 
enough, for it is now predicted that 
our exports to Japan alone this sea- 
son will reach the unparalleled total 
of 1,000,000 to 1,200,000 bales, and a 
distinct improvement in the cotton 
textile trade is reported from nearly 
all parts of Europe, including partic- 
ularly Lancashire, where a decided re- 
vival of activity seems to be in 
progress. 

These are the underlying factors of 
which a subconscious appreciation is 
shown in the stability of the cotton 
market. But speculation remains 
aloof, the south seems inchio<d to sell 
its good cotton on the bass of 20 
cents a pound for middling and there 
is still some doubt as to whether the 
low grades that are in such abundant 
supply have reached the irreducible 
price minimum at which spinners will 
be willing to buy them. As soon as 
they begin to be freely absorbed, an 
advance in the value of tenderable 
cotton may occur, for it is becoming 
increasingly evident that there is not 
enough of it to go around. 


The premiums at which the nearer 
positions have been selling are com- 
mencing to narrow. This is a healthy 
development, for there is no doubt 
that the usefulness of the futures 
markets for hedging purposes has been 
impaired by the inversion of differ- 
enees that has commenced to elicit so 
much protest. 

The quantity of cotton that has 
been attracted to New York by the 
December premium is much less than 


deliveries are plainly below a parity 
with the southern markets. Any sub- 
stantial incréase in the local stock 
during the balance of the season would 
therefore seem to be improbable and 
southern delivery on New York con- 
tracts is again being talked of in some 
quarters as being the only effective 
way of solving the geographical prob- 
lem by which the world’s most impo 

tant futures market is confronted. / 

A solution of this problem is ad- 
mittedly difficult, but it seems certain 
that it will be much discussed during 
the next few months and an adoption 
of southern delivery is not improbable 
if all the cotton states will enact the 
necessary legislation and repeal any 
laws hitherto passed that invalidate 
contracts for future delivery. 

It is rather early to talk about the 
acreage to be planted to the next 
crop, but some predictions of a radical 
reduction are already to be heard, 
and H. C. Arnold, president of the 
Federal Land bank, of Columbia, S. 
C., has created a mild sensation by ad- 
vising the abandonment of farm lands 
that cannot be cultivated at a profit. 
Candor compels the admission that 
this advice is economically sound and 
more cotton from less acreage by in- 
tensive cultivation rather than less 
cotton from more acreage describes 
the policy that many planters are 
likely to adopt in the future, 

The dry goods markets are in a 
healthy condition. The manufacturers’

railroad and industrial shares sharply 
higher. The broad buying movement 
expressed Wall street’s favorable re- 
sponse to the remedies proposed by 
President Coolidge for the country’s 
agricultural ills and its confidence 
that the present session of congress 
would bring forth constructive legis- 
lation. , 

Railroad shares displayed impres- 
sive strength, the price average of 
representative issues again mounting 
to a new high level for the year. 
Buying of the carrier stocks was in 
contrast to their usual reaction to the 
gathering of a new congress. The 
announcement that October earnings 
were the highest in the past five years 
and reports of forthcoming consoli- 
dations accentuated the rise in this 
group. 

B. and O., Southern Advance. 

New high prices for the year were 
established by both high grade and 
speculative issues. With hints of 
favorable developments sounded in 
connection with this week’s meeting of 
the Baltimore and Ohio and Southern 
railway directors, the stocks of these 
companies were ¢arried up around 
the year’s best prices. Prospects of 
an early amalgamation of the Walters 
roads lifted Atlantic Coast Line, 
Louisville and Nashville, .and Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis to 
record peaks on gains of 3 to 5 1-2 
points. Atchison, Pennsylvania, Kan- 
sas City Southern and Western Pa- 
cific also forged into new high 
ground. 

A rise in the call money rate to 
5 1-2 per cent, after renewals had 
been effected at 5 per cent, failed to 
fhalt the upward movement of prices.
